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STAKE FOR FIRST SIGHT 

THREE-EYAR-OLD FROM ROBERT DAVIES' 
STABLE WINS TH.E FRONTIER HAj\^*«JAP. 

Kentucky Horses Fail to Cut Much Figure in Open- 
ing Day's Results at Windsor. Hodge Being 
Only Winner from That Section. 



Detroit. Mich.. July Id. — The stable of Robert 
Davies cut ;m important figure in the racing at 
Windsor this afternoon. The canary and black 
stripe of the Toronto turfman were carried to vic- 
tory in tioth the feature races. First Sight heating 
a shifty lot in the Frontier Handicap, while 
Knights Differ heat a band of the best sprinters 
lacing licye in the >i\ furlongs allowance race. The 
Canaiiiair horses more than held their own with the 
Kentuckians. As a matter of fact in only one 
of the seven races did the Kentuckians score anil this 
was in the opener, when llodgc boat Black Toney 
a nose. 

A tremendous gathering turned out for the open- 
ing day’s sport. The crowd was probably larger 
than any of last season's which means that it was 
a record-breaker in point of numbers. The public 
found it difficult to obtain a good line on the 
probable winners, the presence of the Kentucky 
horses upsetting their calculations. Interesting eon 
tests were seen and in several Instances the finishes 
were close. 

Interest in the afternoon's sport naturally centered 
in the running of the Frontier Handicap. Nine of 
the eleven carded went to the |H>st, Flabliergast and 
Busy being withdrawn. The Kentucky horses were 
heavily supported and in the early running it looked 
as If they would make good. The Widow Moon 
started out with a rush and. opening up an easy 
lead, maintained it until well into the homestretch, 
where First Sight came from behind and caught her. 
lbdh were under a drive at the furlong post and in 
the run to the liuish First Sight drew away a bit 
and then Ocean bearing over to the inside, interfer- 
ing first with The Widow Moon and then with 
Hamilton. He was going away at the finish, where 
lie led Hamilton by a couple of lengths. There 
were some who looked for a disqualification, but the 
officials used good judgment in allowing the placing 
to stand as the horses finished. While Hamilton 
and The Widow Moon may have been interfered 
with, still the trouble was not enough to have cut 
any figure in the result and besides both wore 
tiling, while the winner was going away. The real 
disappointments of the race were Milton B. and 
Flora Fina, which were trailers from the start. 

Loftus tossed away a race that he should have 
won easily on Black Toney. The latter was an 
odds-on favorite and probably the liest backed 
horse of the day. Up to the last sixteenth Loftus 
rode a splendid race, reserving his mount behind 
the pacemaker and. making his move at just the 
right time, he caught Birdie Williams at the six 
teenth |s>st and had her lieaten. but at the finish 
kept looking over to the inside, watching Buxton. 
Hodge, which had been outrun to the stretch turn, 
responded with a rush to Martin's call and, finish- 
ing with a good burst of speed, caught Loftus 
napping and got up to win by a nose in the final 
stride. 

Working Lad. which was well backed by his 
people to win tile second race, but which was 
beaten by Rash, was claimed liv Sam Louis for 
$950. 

Forty three layers were in line and all reported 
business better than at any of the other fauadian 
tracks.

STEELE CONTINUES TO RIDE WELL. 

Kentucky Jockey Again Performs Feat of Piloting 
Four Winners at Porter. 



It was sweltering hot at the Mineral Springs 
track yesterday and the crowd in attendance had 
a steamy time of it. The cooling breezes that 
had front the first day of the meeting served to 
mitigate the heat of summer, were conspicuously 
absent. Some rain had fallen Tucsdav night, but 
nothing like what came down iu Chicago and its 
suburbs, and the track was almost fast. Iu general 
tlie racing was quite spirited and some of the 
finishes of flic exciting order. 

Jockey Steele continued his commendable practice 
of riding more winners than all the other jockeys 
at tlie track combined. He began by riding the 
winners of the first three races in succession and 
wound up by guiding Pampinca to victory iu the 
last race of tlie day. In the fourth and fifth races 
lie was forced to lie content with landing his 
mounts in tlie list of placed horses. Steele is 
really riding with skill and good judgment and 
stands out liy himself iu tlie ridtug talent at the 
track, much as Musgravc did at the ill-starred 
meeting of last fall. 

(Inc of the most interesting finishes of the meet- 
ing came off' iu tin- fourth race, which had ten 
starters. Iu tlie stretch there was a general dos- 
ing up and when the horses were a trifle over a 
sixteenth of a mile from the winning line, a half 
dozen or so were so nearly iu a line across the 
track tiiat it seemed anyone of them might win. 
and the spectators were cheering frantically. Then 
Fernanda drew out and in front of tlie stand 
Blacksmith challenged under Steele’s energetic call 
with a rush that momentarily seemed likely to 
prove suceoessful. but Fernanda responded to flic 
pressure resolutely and bolding Blacksmith iu tin- 
last few strides thrust her lean head across the 
line first by a throatlatch. It was the kind of 
racing folks like to see. 

But three more days of racing remain and now 
that matters are going smoothly tin- track people 
are expecting an increasing attendance and their 
cx|H>ctatlons arc really justified by the well-filled 
racing programs presented daily. 

Jockey Mondoit. on Higher Up. was flagrantly 
guilty of rough riding when he steered his mount 
across tlie others in approaching the first turn 
and caused a bad jatu. The judges lined him $25 
for ltis recklessness. 

Part of J. K. Allen’s racers will be shipped to 
Windsor at tin- close of tlie present meeting. 

Jockey Taplin departed last night for New York, 
where la* will rest briefly before going to Canada, 
to resume riding. The cause for liis discontinuance 
of riding at the present is due to his trouble as 
a result of a fall at Santa Anita several years 
ago. 

A. D. Steele will take the J. O. A G. H. Keene 
and J. C. Milam horses he has been racing at 
Mineral Springs to Windsor at tlie conclusion of 
tin- local meeting. Jockey Steele will go to Windsor 
and following tiiat meeting will go to Hamilton 
for the racing there and then to Saratoga, where 
he will rejoin the stable of his contract employer, 
J. N. Camden. 

Green B. Morris changed his plans suddenly and 
shipped, last night, to Windsor, his racers, Kiva 
and Silver Tone.
